The vote on 
passage of the bill was 33 2 to 38. 
T h e 
S e n a te 
h as 
passed 
a 
desegregation bill w ithout any busing 
restrictions, and civil rights leaders 
hope to soften the House provisions. 
There are three of them, one 
banning expenditure of any federal 
funds on busing, another preventing 
th e 
fe d e r a l 
governm ent 
from 


requiring a state to use its own funds 
for busing, and the third delaying the 
e ffe c tiv e 
date 
of 
court-ordered 
busing plans until all appeals have 
been exhausted. 
On their face the first two would 
appear to restrict severely the ability 
o f 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, 
Education and Welfare to carry out 
requirements of the Civil Rights Act 
that call for school desegregation. 
The one dealing with the courts 
could hold up busing plans for two 
or three years while appeals were 
carried to the Supreme Court. 
Black members reacted bitterly to 
the series of votes, accusing the 
House of turning the clock back 17 
years to the Supreme Court decision 
t h a t 
f ir s t 
o u tla w e d 
s c h o o l 
segregation. 
“ Busing is not the issue,” said 
Rep. Augustus F. Hawkins, D-Calif., 
“ it is desegregation. Those who are 
opposing busing are really opposing 
the integration of the schools.” 
Rep. Shirley Chisholm, DN.Y., 
charged her white colleagues with 


hypocrisy. 
“ Where 
were you when black 
c h ild r e n 
and 
Mexican-American 
children were being bused by your 
white schools to dilapidated schools 
w h ere 
th e y 
g o t 
an 
inferior 
education1’ she asked. “ Where were 
your 
voices 
crying 
about busing 
then* ” 


Rep. 
Emanuel 
Celler, 
D-N.Y., 
dean of the House and sponsor of the 
civil rights laws enacted during the 
last decade, chided the members for 
acting in “ haste and hysteria” and 
promised to seek a legislative remedy 
for

if 
the 
a n tib u s in g 
a m e n d m e n ts 
w ere 
rejected. 


But the House was in no mood to 
listen. The am endment prohibiting 
federal expenditures for busing was 
adopted by a vote of 233 to 124 . the 
delay on court-ordered busing, 235 
to 125, and the one preventing the 
federal government from requiring a 
state to finance busing carried by a 
231-126 vote.

President N ixon’s action in freezing wages and prices 
within the United States and setting the dollar afloat 
abroad, while imposing a 10 per cent surcharge on 
imports, provides the right medicine for an ailing world 
econom y. These 
moves are all “temporary,” the 
wag»1 price plan for 90 days from August 14, but few 
persons now doubt that the actions will last longer, 
though their severity may be reduced. 
No person — no econom ists — can say that every 
one of the measures taken by the President is exactly 
the correct one. Time must pragmatically work out the 
efficacy of them one by one. But even the citizen most 
unlearned in economics and world monetary matters 
can recognize the value of calling a halt upon runaway 
wages and spiralling prices, and of moving to end the 
mounting imbalances in our foreign payments. This 
deficit is now running at the rate of $10 billion a year. 
The 
domestic 
budget 
deficits 
of 
the 
Nixon 
Administration are expected to total $47 billion by 
July 1, 1972 — a record. 
The nation — and the world — knew* that strong 
medicine was coming, but hardly expected that so 
much would be mixed into the one bottle. Now 
everybody knows, and nearly everybody is refreshed. 
Indeed, it would be fair to say that everybody knew 
that an effort would have to be made to cure the ills 
that were threatening to bring chaos into world finance 
and trade. One poll has found that 75 per cent of the 
American people, including 65 per cent of the labor 
union members of the country, support the freeze and 
other moves as necessary. 
The President, in his speech announcing the freeze, 
emphasized that it was temporary and voluntary. The 
response of the people has been exemplary and 
inspiring. The freeze is enforceable by law, but with 
overwhelming support it will succeed without much 
enforcing.

What does not exist as yet is a market for recycled 
paper large enough to encourage manufacturers to

Tbday we are more concer­ 
ned than ever before with pre­ 
serving our natural resources 
for future generations. 
Our 
outdoor heritage has taken on 
a new look. 
Psalms 104 provides us with 
a sacred song concerned with 
God and His creation of the 
world and 
our relationship 
to Him. It might be compared 
with many or today’s songs 
concerned with ecology. 
The Psalmists were singers. 
In today’s message we review 
some history that also is re­ 
corded in Genesis. God cloth­ 
ed Himself with the garments 
oi nature which He turned ov­ 
er to us to use. 
Interest today is in saving 
God’s creation for the future. 
Ecologists warn of problems, 
especially in these major areas: 
1. 
Pollution of the air 
threatens our survival. 
Smog 
alerts in major cities remind 
us of the tons of carbon sent 
from the exhaust pipes of our 
cars and the chimneys of in 
dustrial firms. 
2. 
A decline is evident in 
the supply of fresh and clean 
water, 
Uke Erie has already 
lost its battle to pollution and 
other lakes and rivers are find 
ing it difficult to support ani­ 
mal life. 
3. The effects of radiation 
concern scientists 
military 
leaders and the public. 
Conservation leaders remind 
us of these problems. 
While 
being warned about the use of 
DDT, we find occasions when 
the failure to use chemicals 
bring more dangerous situa­ 
tions. 


How is this associated with 
Psalms 104“' 
Thi.> Psalm is 
one of praise for God in which 
the psalmirt reminds us of the 
great and small elements in­ 
volved in the creation. 
Our difficulty is that to­ 
day's lesson is too easily ac­ 
cepted. 
We accept the story 
of the Creadon and are thank­ 
ful to God for providing us 
with the sun and moon, the 
mountains 
and valleys, the 
seas and the steams, the ani­ 
mals and the humans. 
And 
over all of these elements God 
provides constant watch and 
concern. 
All men should give thanks 
for 
these elements. 
They 
should offer constant praise to 
God for the opportunity to use 
these resources. 
Yet too of­ 
ten, we don’t. 
Too many men accept the 
elements of natur»*, 
feeling 
they have been provided for 
their personal use. 
They fail 
to acknowledge th*1 obligations 
to carefully preserve nature. 
We must 
cooperate with 
God if we plan to sustain this 
universe, now facing a iife- 
death struggle for survival. In 
dividuals must become experts 
in ecology. 
As Christians we need to do 
as Ih'? Psalmist, give thanks to 
God.

As the Christian community goes through continual 
change and upheaval, the role of the pastor-theologian 
becomes more evident and decisive. The last major up­ 
heaval for Christendom was the 16th-century Reforma­ 
tion. Massive changes raced through the Western world, 
with all sorts of political, social and religious factors 
shaping the destiny of the world. In the affairs of the 
Church, pastor-theologians like Calvin and Luther were 
to carry enormous power from pen and pulpit. It is our 
claim that a similar period is upon the Christian familv 
in the 20th century and that the pastor-theologian will 
be in the vanguard. 
The reasons might be arranged this way: 
It Authority and discipline within the church have 
passed from bishops and bureaucrats to the local parish. 
Demands from “ higher-ups” now come in the form of 
requests Persuasion from tradition is negotiable Power 
has moved to the people, and the pew is the point of 
final decision. 
2) The pastor-theologian is closest to the people and 
most sensitive to their needs. His counsel, guidance and 
assistance are obvious In periods of change and alter­ 
ation, people turn to those concerned and at hand. The 
16th century proved this factor in religious lite It may 
be happening again 
31 The pastor-theologian who truly counts has a force­ 
ful view of theology and the world—and is able to com­ 
municate this message in terms that young, adults and 
nonbelievers can understand Luther and Calvin, and a 
century later. Wesley, had this skill in writing and speak­ 
ing These men were not embarrassed to give their full 
attention to the local parish. Wesley hit the circuit more 
than the other two. but his listening audience was in the 
local parish. 
The pastor-theologians are everywhere, and in every 
denomination. They are usually identified by a parish 
that has strong programs in adult education, marked 
with serious study of the Bible and a broad diversity of 
membership. Social problems are not neglected, and lay 
leadership of courses encouraged. These churches are 
also marked by a good reference library and racks of 
paperbacks often appear in the social rooms. 
This year one pastor-theologian put together some 
ideas and Word Books published “ Faith Under Fire” 
bv Donald Strobe of the First United Methodist Church of 
Grand Rapids. Mich. This clergyman is committed to 
the parish, yet makes no bones about the future of his 
task Said Strobe: 
in the next 10 years, the church’s membership will 
be cut in halt Half of the people will either leave be­ 
cause the church is becoming too relevant or because 
it is not becoming relevant enough. We must decide 
which half we wish to keep!”

The flowering of the vine in

The result 
is that there will be about 20 
per cent less wine than last 
year. However, the September 
sunshine has led to hopes of a

LOUIS - The soft drink 
bottlers of Missouri are totally 
opposed to a “discriminatory 
tax” which would place the 
burden 
of 
providing 
for 
wildlife and conservation in 
Missouri on the backs of all

proposed

Edwin C. Swan, chairman of

“It is further proposed that

C o n s e r v a t i o n 
Federation 
of 
Missouri has 
projected a plan calling for an 
expenditure of 
$21

annually to be carried on for 
approximately 20 years for the 
preservation of wildlife, cavses

Mirrors To Spare Lives Of Deer 


JEFFERSON CITY — The 
Missouri Highway Department 
is 
installing 
mirrors 
along 
certain sections of highways 
and therein lies a tail -- “white 
tail” that is. 
The mirrors cut down on the 
number 
of 
deer 
- 
vehicle 
accidents. Thus, fewer cars are 
banged up and more deer are 
available to hunters. 
The 
unique 
device 
is 
actually 
nothing more than 
two round three-inch mirrors 
mounted at 45 degree angles 
about 
four feet above 
the 
ground. They work because 
deer are creatures of habit. 


using the same crossing for 
years. 
Headlights from passing cars 
reflect 
against 
the 
mirrors 
causing light beams to flicker 
into the cuts, draws and timber 
alongside 
roadways. 
These 
sharp pencil - like light beams 
startle the deer and cause them 
to stop. Once the light beams 
stop flickering, the deer then 
cross in safety. 
The mirror signs are installed 
on a staggered system at about 
75-foot intervals on both sides 
of the highway.
